piratiory effort to expel the mu- 
cus or other secretion which runs 
hack into the 
throat 
from 
tht 


nose. 
Then there 
is a 
more 


chronic form of cough, that is, a 
cough which keeps up for weeks 
and months, most 
noticeable in 


the night, in childien who have 
adenoids or chronic rhinitis (oue 
of the disease conditions 
which 


the layman and the quack doc- 
tors dub "catarrh"), and this la 
genuine nose cough, produced by 
e\citation of branches of the great 
pneumogastric nerve which neive 
..uppliea the bronchial tubes and 


lungs. 
These two types of nasal 


cough are exceedingly common in 
children and both forms are sub- 
jected to much maltreatment with 
alleged cough medicines, 
thanks 


to the strange penchant of some 
parents for experimenting upon 
their children. Most of the popu- 
lar "cough medicines" do accom- 
plish certain things when admin- 
istered to children; they destroy 
the appetite, impair the 
diges- 


tion, bring on 
costiveness 
and 


dull 
the 
child's mentality and 


g e n e r a l 
sensibilities. 
T h i s 


makes more work for. the doc- 
tors, so it is poor business policy 
for the doctors 
to 
discourage 


household child doping. 


A nose cough caused by acute 


antral simusitls in adults, gener- 
ally a slow, hacking, 
persistent, 


cough, is produced by the con- 
stant post nasal drainage ol se- 
cretion from the antrum. 
The 


anrrum is the sinus or air space 
in the upper jaw bone on either 
side 
uoimally 
communicating 


thru a small orifice with the nose 
cavity on that side. 


In young adults or youths w!th 


simple chronic rhinitis, especially 
when the middle turbinate body 
is Involved in the inflammatory 
swelling and irritation, 
a 
nosel 


cough is very common 
and 
In 


many cases has led to suspicion 
of lung tuberculosis. In some of 
these cases, at any rate, th« his- 
tory and course of the 
trouble 


suggests that.the process may ac- 
tually 
be 
tuberculosis, 
but 


whether or not, recovery seems 
to be hastened in many cases by 
open air life together with the 
proper direct medical treatment 
of 
the 
rhinitis. 
Perhaps the 


rhinitis is a mere complication 


difficult to speak with assurance 
about that. So many of us, when 
young, have mildly active tuber- 
culosis and recover without hav- 
ing had the condition diagnosed. 


I would not have you think 


that most 
coughs 
are 
DOM 


coughs, but it is well to remem- 
ber that In young persons nose 
cough 
Is a common occurrence 


and the usual home treatment for 
cough Is not only futile but often 
harmful in 
the 
conditions 
re- 


eponslble for such cough.
